How to Determine the Proper Tima 
for Cutting 

Climatic noil conditions frequent¬ 
ly modify or alter the characters of 
certain plants. I’resumably this Is 
a provision on tbe psrt of nsture 
whereby plants have power within 
certain Unite to adspt themselves to 
conditions. 

In the raso of aifolfg It Is easy to 
bo misled by advice emanating irom 
certain sources relating to the time 
of cutting tho crop Tho westerner 
who Is accustomed to a light rain¬ 
fall watches tho blossom or bloom 
and, taking tbelr cue ' from that, 
msny corn-belt formers have made 
the mistake of letting their crop get 
too for advsneed before cutting The 
bloom is not a safe guide In the corn 
belt, a much better one being the 
growth that makes Its appearance 
just above the crown of the old plant. 

It la a simple matter to determine 
just when alfslfa should be cut by 
observing these young shoots. Wo 
do not refer to tbe suckers that 
sometimes grow splndlingly alongside 
of the old stems, says tho Iowa 
Homestead, but. rather, to the new 
buds that break out periodically 
from the old root. When tnls growth 
ranges In length anywhere from two 
to four Inches It is then ttmo to cut 
the crop. In the first place, alfalfa 
will cure into a palatable and nutri 
tlous hay If It la cut before the "tea* 
get woody, and, furthermore, if the 
cutting-Is done »o that the young 
shoots aro not severed, this means 
that the next crop will come on witl - 
out delay. 

11 la quit* true that early cutting 
sometimes involves a difficult task 
in curing out the lu>y, because It is 
quite succulent at the- time the new- 
shoots begin to make their start In 
life but, all things tonsldered, It will 
pay to cut rather thnn delay If for 
any reason the scionii or third crop, 
as the case muy should make a 
growth of five or six Inches before 
the preceding crop la removed, then 
the cutter liar should be placed high 
enough so that the buds of the new 
crop w|| not be cut It Is better 
to leave a portion of the old stems 
on the first crop rather than risk In 
terfering with the growth of the sue- 1 
ceeding crop. 

As to the condition of the bloom 
or hiossoiii, Instances have been call 
e l to our attention where alfalfa has 
reached the proper stage to cut with¬ 
out showing any signs of (dooming 
Thus it ran he easily understood how 
a blunder might be made and one 
• titling thereby loa' If pits waited un¬ 
til the customary one tenth of the 
plants were In blossom. 


The Successful Farmer Will Under¬ 
stand Soil Conservation and tho 
Scienco of Farming 

In ercry other profession but form¬ 
ing those wjio are successful in U aro 
liberally trained and equipped for 
their work. A farmer may have a col¬ 
lege education, but unlena he knows 
how to conserve the fertility of his 
land he will not succeed as a former. 
A great many formers are unsuccess¬ 
ful because they have not yet learned 
that no soil will go on forever pro¬ 
ducing crops with no return to the 
land. Successful formers are those 
whose land is not robbed and starved 
hut Is fed with thj sort of nutriment 
it needs, while It la tilled with care 

The farmer needs-a technical educa¬ 
tion In the profession of farming, and 
a great many farmers, realising that 
their business was nearing the *4sge 
of the survival of the fittest, when 
only trained men succeed, have com¬ 
menced to study scientific forming. 
The average former is a man of 
much Intelligence, sad when he ac¬ 
quires a knowledge “tit soil chemistry 
and such things, he has a feeling of 
ifurprise and reproves himself for not 
having obtained an Insight Into these 
matters before 

The richness of the soil made It un 
necessary for former generations of 
Canadian farmers to put back into the 
noil ffce elements demanded to pro¬ 
duct a full crop of the same quality In 
the year* to follow.

Cattle Embargo Lifted 


Settlers May Now Resume Bringing in 
, -- Their Stock 

The embargo placed by tho (\tnjnl- 
Inp-government upon Importation of 
live animals flad their products, and 
also upon hay, straw, etc., coming 
from the 1’nlted States, and which has 
hern In force alrcc October last, has 
expired in the esse of the fellow mg 
ytarea: Minnesota, North D 
Mbotaoa, Washington, Oregon.-Idaho, 
Wyoming, Nebraska, Colorado, Utah, 
Nevada, California, ArUoita, New Mex¬ 
ico, Oklahoma, and Texas. 

Tb« embargo waa inipoaerf by tho 
government at the outbreak of fool 
and mouth disease In Michigan Iasi 
October. 

The United Stales bureau of an.tual 
Industry has handled the extensive 
Outbreak With great energy aud Mf*) 
and conditions now indicate that the 
Infrfllon stamped nut. only a few 
areas In the middle and eastern 
states remaining under quarantine, aa 
a precaution against possible recur¬ 
rence on premia?* that have been In¬ 
jected. 

During the outbreak the western 
states remained entirely free from In¬ 
fection with the exception of two 
small areas, one In Montana and one 
In Washington Those two out¬ 
breaks were quickly suppressed, and 
there have been no fresh cases for 
over six months in th» western area. 
It has, therefore, been considered safe 
to remove the embargo from the 
states mentioned above. » 

Animals and their products, also 
hay and straw, may be lmported Into 
Canada when accompanied by an aff'- 
davit of the owner or shipper that the 
shipment Is from one of the stales 
mentioned, and has not been unloaded 
in a prohibited state. The usual con- 
dltiobs regarding the Importation of 
livestock such as quarantine certifi¬ 
cates of maleln and tttbercullne tests, 
etc. must be compiled with. 

Tnla change In the regulation will 
pc'mlt settlers from the United Stafra 
to bring their livestock with them, 
and will also permit the movement of 
cattle from the south to the grazing 
lands In the north The restrictions 
have necessarily Interfered with the 
profits of railroads and have rauseJ 
other annoyance, and their removal 
will be welcomed.

Most Important Crop Grown In the 
Northern Country 

The potato la by for the most lm 
poriant and universally grown crop In 
Alaska, says the Weekly News Letter 
of the United States department of 
agriculture With proper selection of 
varieties, care and culture, potatoes 
can he grown nearly everywhere In 
the country. Sprouting the seed be¬ 
fore planting has been shown to great 
ly Incrcas? the chances of a good crop 
In the short season usually available 
A frost proof cellar for storage also 
baa been found to be a necessity. The 
yield on newly cleared land la usual¬ 
ly small (about 160 bushels of nier 
* turntable potatoes at Fairbanks iti 
10141, but rich land in good tilth will 
sometime* produce three to four times 
that mtieh under ordinary culture. 

The Fairbanks station baa grown 
potatoes for market for several years. 
The main object was to demonstrate 
that good potatoes could be grown in 
the Interior, and the farmers in the 
vicinity have taken the hint and near 
ly all of them now grow a considerable 
acreage of potatoes, one estimating 
his crop ns high as fifty tons, which, at 
four cents a pound or 180 a ton. the 
lowest price at which potatoes have 
been sold up to the prescut time, 
would bring the grower some f4,000. 
Potatoes are usually classed as s 
money crop. The trouble now is that 
so many farmers In the vicinity of 
Fairbanks arc growing potatoes that 
competition must of necessity bring 
down the price.

Right 
ly viewed, a fossil is a historical docu 
ment carved in tables of stone, of un 
impeachable veracity and almost In¬ 
credible age. To him who has eyes 
to see a fossil will unfold a tale, so 
Interesting that few other histories 
can vie with H. and to old thkt it 
laughs at such mere human attampts 
aa the pyramids, or the palaces of 
Babylon, aa thlugs or yesterday. It 
Is as If nature bethought herself how 
perishable all her work Is; types van¬ 
ish. specie and genera disappear and 
are as if they never had been, yet shall 
something be sxved for future genera¬ 
tions to aes what went before them 
Thinking thus, nature looks Ground 
and makes a generous selection, here 
a reptile eighty feet in lewtfth, -there 
a creature that only the microscope 
can reveal to mortal eyes, now a huge 
tree trunk and then a filmy fern, a but¬ 
terfly’s wing, a horny crab, an egg, a 
seed, or a delicate flower petal, noth¬ 
ing la too small or too great, if In 
deed nature la aware of such dlstlnc 
tlona 

Then she sets to work, l ot to copy 
the model as a sculptor or a painter 
might do—no. she patiently removes 
the whole structure, grain by grain, 
atom by atom, here a little and there a 
tittle, and as each molecule Is remove • 
she replacea the perishable substance 
by something far more durable, using 
whatever she has at hand—lime, sand 
or clay, to be afterwords baked and 
pressed lu her laboratory for many 
thousand years Each minute atom Is 
replaced by another of Its own exact 
form and sice. TUI* process is carried 
out ralthfVilly throughout the entire 
structure, nothing is scamped. the 
most delicate filament is exactly repro¬ 
duced. every curve or angle Is as clear 
as In the original. When all la finish¬ 
ed, there Is, let us say, an elegant ant- 
nionita or a dainty frond of seaweed, 
aa exact a ropy or the original as any 
photograph rgutd produce, and saying 
plainly to those who have ears to hear, 
"Though you have found me at the top 
of a high mountain yet these rocks 
that I now luhabl. were once at the 
bottom of a deep sea and though there 
la nothing existing today that is like 
me. yet untold myriads of my brethren 
lived with me and peopled the seas."

Industrial Growth 
In the West 


Manufactures Are Necessary For 
Economic Growth of tho West 

Ho for Western Canada haa bee.i 
mainly occupied witu agriculture, and 
the progress it lias made In this par- 
ii ular haa arrested the attention of 
the world. For a time Ihla procress 
outran transportation and other facili¬ 
ties, and this condition resulted in 
want of prompt and economical mar¬ 
keting and left the oversea farming 
community in the new setllemenla 
with a greater stock of produce on 
hand than it could cither consume or 
move. It seems ody yesterday that 
nil the available trackage that enter 

i tlie grant cereal provinces war, 

> l-MKged, when U became necessary to 
the relief of tho situation that Ameri¬ 
can railroads end warehouses should 
unite wtlh thoso across the border to 
raise the blockade. Since then Canadg 
has made some.mighty strides in rath 
road construction, and for tbs present 
It would seem that the pendulum has 
swung too far the other way five 
years ago*there was too much busi¬ 
ness for the Canadian railroads; to¬ 
day. temporarily at least, there are 
loo many Canadian railroads for the 
business. 

Western Canada is learning, as 
western United States had to learn, 
that home consumption must be In¬ 
tros add to correspond In a meekurc 
with home production It Is not con¬ 
ducive to the permanent prosperity of 
the section that it shall engage solely 
In production for distant or for foreign 
markets It la not w Is* that any sec 
tion or that any land shall be depend 
ent altogether on custom from abroad 
The Dominion as well as the provin¬ 
cial governments have long since re¬ 
cognised the necessity of encouraging 
manufactories. To begin with, the 
western provinces. It was seen, should 
not be compelled, while shipping im¬ 
mense quantities of grain to the cast 
and to Europe to repurchase a consid¬ 
erable percentage of Its grain exports 
In the form of flour. Likewise, while 
raising cattle in great numbers, it waa 
soon realized that western Canada 
waa committing an economic blunder 
In looking elsewhere (or its meat. 

in reducing rnw* materials to mer¬ 
chantable or finished commodities Al¬ 
berta has already made aatiafactory 
headway Its manufacturing Indus 
tries are not yet great, hut they are 
In promising Infancy and growing Ed¬ 
monton is adding Industrial plants to 
its equipment >early, thereby inducing 
and sustaining population Along with 
(he reduction of raw-food products, the 
establishment of canneries, the mak¬ 
ing of by-products and so on. corumun 
(ties In Alberta are going Into other 
Industrial lines as opportunity offers. 
For example, the city of Medicine Hat. 
with Its convenient supply of natural 
gad is expanded into a milling centre, 
and la turning out many uaeful things 
In Iron and clay. 

The last ten months have not been 
the most prosperous Canada has 
known, but in some respects they 
have been the most Instructive. Can¬ 
adian people have been learning to do 
a great many things for themaelvea 
because they have been obliged in so 
many ways to depend on their unall- 
*d efforts. -Christian Science Monl

Two plans bavo been suggested for 
meeting this condition. Vhc first and 
most drastic proposed k« that an or¬ 
der be Ljued prohibiting the slaugh¬ 
ter of any animal without permission 
from the government. 

This would mean that farmers 
would be forced to keep their breed¬ 
ers. but It also tgnutd be of the itreat 
eat hardship to ^sotne of the smaller 
owners who are Just getting along 
now by the occasional sale of one or 
two of their cattle. Lack of rain and 
rtu> government demand for gruin 
have caused pastures to. be rioor and 
other feed to be out of the fra* h of 
any except the wealthiest class 

The second sugg stlon. and the one 
that tint* the greatest favor In all 
crlcles. Is to have the Crown pay a 
subsidy to those who kcop their breed¬ 
ing herds intact at a financial loss to 
themselves. This would be worked 
out by appraising the value of the anl 
uml as it would ne under normal con¬ 
ditions and giving the owner the dif¬ 
ference between that amount and the 
present market price 


Indian Chiefs Contribute Magnificent 
ly to Needa of Empire 
The Indian prlncaa are continuing 
IbffTV generous aasisunco In every 
direction. The Maharaja of Gwalora 
has given Right Hon. David Lloyd 
George, through the viceroy, a lakh 
of rupees ($32.0001 for munitions. 
He and two other rulers have offered 
their workshops to the government 
for the making of munitions. Tha 
premier of Nepal has given a lakk 
of rupees for the purchase of mach¬ 
ine guns- Other chiefs have contri¬ 
buted motor aiubulanoaa, hones, aero¬ 
planes and tents, while one offered a 
camp for the Turkish prisoners. Other 
gifts Include Red Cross motor boats 
for tha Basra (a river in southern 
Arabia) and at Mombasa (the seat of 
British East Africa government) 

The Indian press continues to in¬ 
sist on the most rigorous internment 
of all Germans. 


Tht Searchlight is IsvsImF: in Mod¬ 
ern Warfare 

In nodern warfare the aearrhllght is 
laval mbit- On dark night* at sea it is 
the only means of guarding against 
lorptdo boats, which Its beams will 
reveal at a distance of two miles and 
more. 

On shore it la the electric rye of the 
tray. It I* curried to all parts of t!»*- 
neH of action by motor truck, and the 
motor that propels the vehicle drives 
the electric generator that supplies 
the current for thg light. 

. Most of these field searchlights are 
aot hy hand, for each instrument 1 s 
fitted with * hat la known as the dis¬ 
tant control. Two smalt motors gov¬ 
ern tbs vertical and the horizontal 
movements of the light.

At Starr's 
Agricultural College they have ’ap¬ 
parently solved the problem. Shackles 
of coarsa twine or small rope are used 
to overcome the fighting problem. 
The several males have thefr feet tied 
close enough to permit only an or¬ 
dinary step, and prevent the extra¬ 
ordinary movements that accompany 
the fighting. After a week’s assoctm- 
tioa the males have become familiar 
with each other and tbe shackles may 
be removed.

A Dubious Honor 


Kaiser's Jockey Was the First Prison¬ 
er of War

Then 
come a day when the ^Premier Joe 
kf*y of Ills Majesty the Emperor and 
King" received a visit, not by the 
graud equerry, but by a corporal's 
guard, which marched him off to the 
prison camp at Ruhleben. where he 
has been confined ever since 

Poor Fred Winter enjoys the dub- 
lOM l.onor of having been th:> first 
British prisoner of war. He was. In¬ 
deed, put In prison before any actual 
hostilities had taken place. His rela¬ 
tives In England have finally received 
u letter from him.

Germany’s Death Roll 

Altogether German population ex¬ 
ceeded that of Great Britain by about 
30.000,000 with the result that their 
resources In men are much greater, 
tha ours. It should be borne In mind 
that while Germany has placed many 
more millions In the field than Britain 
their casualties have been probably 
ten times greater than ours, while the 
strain of fighting on two fronts has 
been Immense. 

It has been estimated that since last 
August Germany has been losing men 
at the rate of seven a minute day and 
night.. Every month the war causes 
Germany 300.000 casualties .and nq na¬ 
tion, whatever its ^aqyrces In men 
may b? can go on at this rate without 
in the end becoming exhausted. 

Another fact which should be born 
In mind Is that the original German 
army as mobilised has disappeared.' 
and Us physical excellence is not at 
tained by ell the new recruits. The 
supply of men Is by no means exhaust 
ed In Germany, but to a large extent 
they are relying nn young recruits, 
whose age and lark of physical fitness 
must prove a great handicap to our 
foes -Til-Bits. A

mendous resources, remarkable devel 
•potent, and wean seven-league boota 
In taking forward stride*; that her 
great northwestern provinces are un¬ 
dergoing transition. Parma are spring¬ 
ing out of the rsngee; great herds giv¬ 
ing way before the Inevitable march 
•f the settlers; virgin soil being turn¬ 
ed on a thousand plaint; railroads 
piercing the hitherto unoccupied landi 
to the northward, manufactures in¬ 
creasing; mure and larger elevators 
rearing tbelr structures for the hous 
Ing of her grains. Her population In¬ 
creased from five millions In 1901 to 
•even millions In 1911—and la fifty-five 
per rent, rural. She has 700.000 oc¬ 
cupiers of land against 540,000 In 1901. 
ller government Is spending $ 10 , 000 ,-

Gregor of Brandcn. Manitoba, was 
awarded the granu championship of 
(he International Live Stock Exposl- 
tlon at Chicago with In each case a 
yearling Angus, both yclept Glencar- 
nock Victor In the former Instance 
the animal was sold for fifty cents a 
pound, whils in the jptter he was re¬ 
turned to Canada by hi* owner.

500 miles yet to do, representing afrir- 
pieted in her Alberta project and 2.- 
500 mlela yet to do. representing an Ir¬ 
rigable area of three million acres. 
The great dam at Baesano waa com¬ 
pleted lent spring, conserving enough 
water for the irrigation of a million 
ncres in Southern Alberta.

Here Is shown in a sportsmen's resort 
in Britah Columbia, the snow-capped 
mountains on canvas, out of which 
comes a stream that meets real water 
In thnt most clever blending of iho 
real and artificial that la so much a 
part of this exhibition. An eagle with 
widespread wings hovers over the 
scene, suspended by a nearly Invisible 
wire; bears are emerging from tree 
end rocky crevice. an<T the busy beav¬ 
er is depicted in bis hut-building and 
dam-constructing operations, in this 
scena you see the beaver painted, 
mounted, and In the life, for on n ledge 
were huddled In sweet repose threaof 
those little brown-red fellows who find 
travelled thirteen days to be present 
at the ceremony, while beside them on 
a raal beaver built hut sat two others, 
mounted but qu'te as life-Hko-at their 
sleepy brothers In the flesh.

In one of 
the corridors ere tome excellent por¬ 
traits In oil of thrjr majesties the 
King and Queen of Great Britain aud 
of a number of Canada’s governors 
and higher officials: McDonald, Dry- 
deo, Laurier, etc. 

The West Expanding 

Prairie Acreage and Railway Con¬ 
struction Figures 

The great importance of railway 
construction in the prairie provinces 
is strikingly depicted in a report re- 
j cently published with respect to pro¬ 
gress In thla regard in Saskatchewan 
during the past ten years 

Practically 3.500 miles of railway 
were constructed during the decade 
from 1906 to 1916. Of this, the 
greater proportion was built in an 
easterly and westerly direction, that 
In a northerly and southerly direction 
being composed mainly of branch 
lines, bulltr aa feeder* for the main 
lines. 

“Measured in terms of acreage.'' the 
report declares, "the possibilities sug¬ 
gested by this increased railway mile¬ 
age are striking. Taking the Increase, 
Iq round numbers, to have been 3.600 
miles, and fixing the distance on each 
aide of the line for profitable farming 
at ten miles, a total Increase of ere* 
has been made available "for occupa¬ 
tion under condlllcne of advantage 
amounting to almost 46,000.000 acres. 
Probably not more than one-fourth of 
thle Is ea yet under cultivation, but 
each year will see more of this arcs 
tilled, with proportionate Increase in 
the grain yield conaequen thereupon.”

Praise Britain’s 

Part in War 

Pnrla "La Temps'* Recall* Importance 
anca of Naval Mastery and In¬ 
dustrial Production 

The Parts Temps. In a leading ar¬ 
ticle, pays tribute to the pert played 
m the war by Great Britain The 
Journal saye: 

“A great English Journal lately 
wrote that the Britleh public must 
not. by the heroic deeds of the Brit¬ 
ish army, be led to forgrt the pre¬ 
ponderant part played by the French 
on land Thla frankness must be 
mutual, if the support of our Brit 
lsh allies on land la still limited, It 
must not be' forgotten that at sea— 
on all th* seas—It Is they who have 
by far the heaviest task to fulfil. 

’’From the very first day of the wnr 
the British fleet gained such absolnto 
control of the ocean roads nnd so 
evident a naval superiority that the 
public has come to take thla state of 
things for granted. We must not ioae 
sight of the advantage we gain by 
thla unaontested supremacy This 
cannot be repeated too often, if at 
the beginning of the war wa were 
able to complete the equipment of our 
army with a rapidity which waa not 
among the least of the surprise* of 
the German staff, we owe It to the 
fleets which rendered us masters of 
the seas. 

u Uader present roudllons the mss 
tery of the so* Is not only an advan¬ 
tage but a necessity TI 19 greater 
part of our coal producing districts 
being In the hands of the enemy, the 
loss pf this mastery would not only 
reduce Great Britain to a state of 
famine knd force her to capitulate, 
but France and her new ally Italy 
would be unaole to continue to sup¬ 
ply their factories with coal and to 
niaur* their military transports 
They too would soon be at the mercy 
of their adversaries. 

Mastery of the seas la a vital con¬ 
dition of success for the slllea. In 
the Mediterranean It la assured by 
the Franco-ltalian fleets, and In the 
channels by our ttotlHas. But the 
crtlcal point is the North Sea- We 
cannot know what measures have 
been taken by the British admiralty 
to combat the perpetual menance. The 
mobilization of the huge (British) 
fleet naturally necessitates a very 
great Industrial effort. The British 
ships do not, like the German, re 
maiu aafely at anchor In the porta. 
A large number of them are contin¬ 
ually on duty, and this results, espec¬ 
ially for the lighter craft. In rontln 
ual repairs ” 

The Temps then cite* figures which 
give an idea of the work done in the 
shipbuilding yerds and the enormous 
effort necessary to the upkeep of the 
fleet, and proceeds: 

“To this capital support on the seas 
the British empire haa added the as¬ 
sistance of Its industrial and financial 
resources, and Its military effort on 
land has surpassed all possible fore¬ 
casts. Voluntary enlistment has up 
to the present produced an lofinitely 
greater number of men than Great 
Britain has ever before sent beyond 
her frontiers, a greater number, even, 
than could be equipped by a country 
prepared only for naval war and 
home defence If three fresh units 
have not always been as war-hardened 
as our own, their heroism and con¬ 
tempt of death have never been In¬ 
ferior to that of their brothers a # t 
arms. 

“And when It was discovered that 
lark of munitions paralyse . the dash 
of the British troops, the government 
and the country- reaolved without 
hesitating to carry through to the end 
all measures necessary to remedy this 
deficiency Industrial mobilisation, 
labor conscription, the organization 
of the armaments and munition far 
lories, even of workshops not intend 
ed for that purpose, will not be long 
before they produce a result. 

“The cabinet, which contains repre 
senlstlves of all parties, will complete 
these measures so that the strength 
of the new armies may correspond 
with the power and the population or 
the empire. 

“The Times and the whole pres* 
pay unanimous tribute lo the enor 
raous French effort. Great Britain de 
sires her effort to be In no way Infer 
lor. Hhe empire shows admirable 
unity In Its determination to parttcl 
pate fully. with all the living re 
sources of tbe country, in the French 
and Belgian offensive 

"The United Kingdom has played a 
capital part in all struggles for the In¬ 
dependence and liberty of nation*. In 
this war. on which depends (he fnte 
of the world. Its sacrifices will re 
main worthy of the aims pursued In 
common by all the allien.
